Droll Tales and Good Humor 


From the Dinner Purse Winner 


On the evening of Wednesday. April 
19. a few hours after Volunteer State 
won the Thoroughbred Club Dinner 
Purse, horsemen and guests assembled in 
Keeneland’s grandstand dining room to 
honor Winston Neil, breeder, owner, and 
trainer of the winner. Neil’s good-looking 
filly by Colonel O’F had won by a length 
from Judge C., which was disqualified 
and placed fourth. Keeneland general 
manager W. T. Bishop opened the post- 
prandial ceremonies. 

“We've seen long overcoats, long under- 
wear, and long faces during this meeting. 
along with short crowds. short prices. and 
short horses. This has not only bothered 
management, but it has also been a source 
of concern to the Keeneland regulars. 
This afternoon. toward the latter part of 
the program, I was talking to 2 brothers 
who are trainers. and one said, ‘I’ve bet 
all I intend to lose today. and I’m going 
home.’ To which his brother replied. ‘Well. 
if youre not going to bet any more. the 
least you could do would be to stick 
around and tout somebody.’ 

“Today was memorable. not only be- 
cause of Volunteer State’s fine victory. 
but because Joe Kramer {who has raced 
at Keeneland for years] had to pay $1.35 
to get into the track. There hasn't been 
so much fuss raised around here since 
One-Eyed Connelly failed to crash the 
gate several years ago, later dying of a

heart attack because of the slur on his 
reputation.” 

Bishop said that he had been unable 
to find Neil after the race, but had check- 
ed with trainer Moody Jolley, who had told 
him the rumors were true; that the 
Tennessee trainer was a preacher and did 
not believe in smoking or drinking. 

J. A. Estes, president of the Thorough-- 
bred Club of America, presented the tro- 
phies and introduced the guest of honor. 

Estes said that Neil was a native of 
Todd County, Kentucky, that the family 
had moved to Tennessee when Winston 
was a boy, and that 3 Neil brothers had 
been sent to David Lipscomb College at 
Nashville to prepare for the ministry. He 
recommended David Lipscomb as worthy 
of substantial endowment, since 2 of the 
brothers had turned out to be excellent 
horse trainers. 

Fortified by Coca-Cola on the rocks 
and one of the Turf Catering Company’s 
renowned filets mignons, Neil accepted 
the julep cups (which had no immediate 
prospect of being used for juleps), thank- 
ed Jess Parsons for giving Volunteer State 
such a good ride, and proceeded with 
such rustic drollery as to make the losers 
happy that they had lost to the right 
man. 

“IT was shook up when the inquiry sign 
went up, and I just took off. I was think- 
ing about a horse named Parthenon which 
Jess rode for me several years ago, when 
the same thing happened. That time they 
took my number down and Jess got 10 
days. He just wasn’t going to let Larry 
Thompson’s horse win—in fact Larry’s 
horse would have had to climb the rait 
and go around to get ahead of Jess. 

“As Mr. Estes said, I was born in Todd 
County. The roads were bad there in those 
days—most of the politicians lived up 
around here, you know. I remember it 
took 6 mules to pull a wagon load of 
tobacco to sell at Springfield, and the 
mud was up to their bellies. Well, my 
mother didn’t think the schools were 
much better than the roads, so we moved 
to Tennessee. 

“My 2 brothers and I were country 
boys. and I'll never forget the first time 
we went to New York. ... The first day 
we were there, we were standing around 
on the street counting pigeons when a 
man came up and asked us what we were 
doing. We told him we were counting

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The Commission Commands 


Whenever a man opposes established 
dogma, he makes himself liable to retalia- 
tion, and the severity of the retaliation— 
unless he holds a position of power — is 
likely to be in direct proportion to the 
absurdity of the dogma and the strength 
of his case against it. The New York 
Racing Commission’s dismissal of Dr. Jor- 
dan Woodcock as its veterinary representa- 
tive is a case in point. 

The dogma in this case had to do with 
Butazolidin, an analgesic which physicians 
frequently have compared to aspirin. The 
established doctrine was quite 
clear a little more than a year ago when 
the commission went far outside its nor- 
mal procedures suspending trainer 
Frank Cundall for 60 days after the lab- 
oratory reported that a test had revealed 
traces of Butazolidin. Except for 2 cases 
in which the trainers admitted knowledge 
that a horse had been given a drug. this 
was the only case of recent years in which 
a trainer was suspended on the basis of a 
laboratory report. In other cases involvy- 
ing caffeine, procaine, and Coramine, the 
commission has seen fit to exonerate the 
trainers. Between Cundall’s case and the 
others there was only one significant dif- 
ference: it involved a drug which was out- 
side the list of stimulants. Cundall was 
given a hearing. but the manner in which 
it was conducted by the chairman of the 
racing commission was ample evidence 
that the decision had been made _ before 
the hearing began. 

At the time the New York commission 
made an example of Frank Cundall, its 
appointed veterinarian, Dr. Woodcock. 
was president of the American Association 
of Equine Practitioners. In that capacity 
he reported the AAEP’s altogether rea- 
sonable position on medication to the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Com- 
sioners in Mexico City in March, 1960. 
Neither Dr. Woodcock nor the AAEP 
was concerned with Butazolidin in particu- 
lar; they simply asked “for the right to 
pursue our chosen profession... in an 
ethical manner” within the established 
rules of racing. They did not consider 
ordinary therapy to be unethical. 

Shortly before the New York season 
opened this year. the chairman of the New 
York commission said to Dr. Woodcock. 
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“Oh, by the way, Jordan, I am not going 
to reappoint you.” According to Wood- 
cock, the only reason given was that he 
would not be useful in court hearings, 
“that I might be discredited as a witness.” 
That is to say, very plainly, the chairman 
of the commission would tolerate no em- 
ployee, however well qualified profession- 
ally. who failed to substantiate the bias 
of the commission. 

By this summary action, Dr. Woodcock 
was deprived of the benefits accrued to 
him through years of civil service. What 
is more important is that the men who 
supervise racing in a great state should 
be so dogmatically intolerant as to dis- 
miss an honest, experienced. capable em- 
ployee for no better reason than that he 
might speak the truth as he saw it. 

If the reason given is to be let stand. 
then we may know that from now on, 
whenever the state veterinarian in New 
York speaks. whether under oath or not, 
he says what the commission wants to 
hear. Hence he is far more likely to be 
discredited as a witness than the man 
whose intellectual honesty has resulted 
in dismissal. 


Counsel Based on Knowledge 


The text of Phil Bull’s speech prepared 
for delivery at the end of the 1960 racing 
season in Great Britain is reprinted in 
this issue (page 908). not to fill an other- 
wise blank space in the magazine. but to 
fill a blank space in the thinking of 
American racing executives. We hope it 
will be read with careful attention by 
executives, racing secretaries, racing com- 


missioners. horsemen. and others who 
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have reason to be concerned with the 
long-range welfare of Thoroughbred 
racing and breeding in North America. 

Phil Bull is no ordinary racing man; he 
probably knows the various aspects of the 
sport, from betting to breeding, more 
thoroughly than any of his contempor- 
aries. Before he began breeding race 
horses, and before his red whiskers had 
their first streaks of gray. he had studied 
probabilities as carefully as available in- 
formation would permit. For some years 
he has operated a successful stud, and 
characteristically, he knows the measure 
of its success: the last card listing the 
stock at his Hollins Stud in Yorkshire 
reported that the average-earnings index 
for the stock he had bred was 4.25. Mr. 
Bull is a qualified witness. 

Expediency, along with complete disre- 
gard of effect upon the structure of 
breeding. has determined racing programs 
in the United States for so many years 
that it has become difficult for race 
tracks to make an objective evaluation of 
policy. Long-range plans for the improve- 
ment of the sport are proposed only 
rarely. and when they are proposed, they 
are always vetoed on the grounds that 
some immediate difficulty may be en- 
countered. 

The failure of this leave-well-enough- 
alone attitude is already evident in the 
desperate measures which have been 
taken, such as excessively long meetings, 
9-race programs, daily doubles, quinellas, 
and pools which are virtually lotteries. 
There has been no serious attempt to im- 
prove business by improving the show— 
that is. by offering a more varied and 
more interesting program of races. A pro- 
gram in which the distances vary from 
6 to 9 furlongs is as dull as a singer with 
a range of less than an octave, and its 
effect on the box office has been appar- 
ent for years. Its effect on the breeder 
and owner is to oblige a costly discarding 
of stock whose merits happen to lie be- 
yond this range. 

Mr. Bull’s remarks on the subject were 
addressed to a British audience and a 
British situation, of course, but they are 
worthy of careful attention in other 
countries. especially in the United States.

He 
did not win his first stakes until Satur- 
day, April 22, when he took the $25,000- 
added Laurel Handicap from Greek Star, 
Nimmer, the favored Idolater, Rich Talk, 
the top-weighted Bonzo, and August Sun. 
“He went to the front under a pull,” said 
trackman Palmer Heagerty. He won with 
jockey Tommy Lee taking a daring look 
backward. some 70 yards from the wire. 

Ashlar had tried and failed in this 
race the previous spring, losing by a nose 
and a head to Reinzi and Piano Jim. And 
at the same track but on the grass. Ashlar 
bowed by a nose to Li'l Fella in the 1959

defeated Dunce in New York and won 
an overnight at Delaware Park. setting a 
track record of 1:3515 for the mile.

Moutiers and Mystify 


Lonpon. Prospects of the French win- 
ning the Epsom Derby for the sixth time 
since the war received a boost when Mrs. 
Ralph Strassburger’s Moutiers won the 
1014-furlong Prix Daru by 4 lengths at 
Longchamp on April 16. The toughly 
made chestnut by Sicambre out of the 
*Nasrullah mare Ballynash of 
Montaval, Mourne. and the Oaks second 
Paimpont) had this valuable race at his 
mercy a long way from home and was 
not extended to beat My Prince and 
Bobar. Fourth, a length behind Bobar. 
came Mrs. Arpad Plesch’s English colt 
Psidium, which had been third to Dual 
and Good Old Days in the Two Thousand 
Guineas Trial Stakes at Kempton earlier 
in the month. 

Moutiers. which was having his first 
outing of the season, ran only 3 times in 
1960, when he won over a mile but fin- 
ished only seventh in a field of 17 in 
the Grand Criterium on October 17. His 
win at Longchamp resulted in his Derby 
price being cut from 25-1 to 10-1, and 
there is little doubt that he will be the 
best the French will be able to field at 
Epsom on May 31. 

I flew to Paris especially to see Mou- 
tiers and came away convinced that his 
popular American owner has a colt which 
could compensate for the atrocious luck 
she experienced last year when Angers, 
after starting favorite for the Derby. 
broke his leg coming down the hill round

ton Iniernational on November 11, made 
a spectacular comeback in the 143-mile 
Prix Jean Prat. which he won by a neck 
from Taine.

Back in England the most spectacular 
display over the 3 days of the Epsom 
spring meeting was put up by Mystify, 
which won the Princess Elizabeth Stakes 
(£6. 638) for her American owner. Daniel 
G. Van Clief. Mystify made all the run- 
ning to win this valuable race from the 
Aga Khan’s French-trained Atrevida. a 
daughter of the flying Palariva. which 
won so many good races for the late 
Aly Khan. 

Col. Robin Hastings. of the British 
Bloodstock Agency, bought the Brumeux 
mare Mystification on behalf of Mr. Van 
Clief. She was due to be covered by Hy- 
perion, and this mating produced Mystify. 
a small but strongly made filly which 
must be an extremely live prospect for 
the Oaks. whatever her fate in the One 
Thousand Guineas. 

It is remarkable that Hyperion, which 
served only 6 mares in 1957, should have 
produced 2 such oustanding 3-year-old 
fillies as Mystify and Opaline.

HPBA’s Irving Gushen Challenges the TRA 
On Backstretch and Officiating 


Plain-speaking Irving Gushen, national president 
of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Asso- 
ciation, last week challenged the Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Associations and race tracks in general to re- 
examine the problems of the backstretch and _ to 
keep faith with horsemen and public by giving to 
an independent agency the responsibility for the 
selection and assignment of racing officials. 

“Since the TRA board of directors meets next 
week, I suggest that these problems be given con- 
sideration,” Gushen said. “I suggest that the TRA 
board of directors poll the associations to see if 
they would support the plan for better officiating, 
and I suggest that the TRA board of directors ap- 
point a committee to investigate backstretch condi- 
tions. The HBPA offers its full co-operation.” 

The HBPA president, speaking at an April 20 
dinner meeting of the Thoroughbred Club of Amer- 
ica in Lexington, recalled that, when the first pub- 
licity was given the Teamsters’ efforts to organize 
the backstretch, he had told a Blood-Horse writer 
that the TRA was “partly responsible” for condi- 
tions that made unionization possible (The Blood- 
Horse of January 21, page 147). He had _ not 
changed his mind: the TRA still had a responsi- 
bility in the matter. 

“It is not money the grooms want,” Gushen said. 
“They want warm tack rooms, clean kitchens, and 
better sanitation facilities. If the associations 
would try to give the men the things they need, we 
could fight the union and we would win. Horsemen 
know that the grooms den’t really want to unionize.” 

Gushen said that the union threat — “it started 
in California, now is rampant in New York, and 
will spread to other racing centers’ — was an in- 
evitable result of “sweat shop conditions” prevail- 
ing in racing today, as they once had prevailed in 
industry. 

“And how can I tell a man he’s doing wrong to 
join a union when he’s sleeping in an unheated tack 
room in March and November, without sanitation 
facilities, when his food is no good and the prices 
for food are high, when he has to walk a half a 
mile or a mile to a toilet? Look into the face of a 
groom who has to carry hot water a half-mile to his 
barn, and tell me how in good conscience you can 
talk to these men. 

“What do the associations do? Where do they 
make their improvements? They build a new club 
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house bar, or they build a new club house, and they 
put in escalators and elevators, and they build a 
Turf Club, and then they build a Turf Club on top 
of a Turf Club. 

“But what do they do for the backstretch? It’s 
like a fellow having a brand new suit and wearing 
torn underwear.” 

Gushen said that the HBPA’s benevolent fund 
provided health insurance for backstretch employees 
— “and you’d be surprised how much we pay for 
cases of food poisoning and diarrhea.”

He thought that racing associations. for 
selfish reasons if for no other, should in- 
vest in backstretch improvements. If the 
associations do not make living conditions 
more pleasant. the grooms surely will or- 
ganize. costs to the horsemen will rise. 
and the horsemen will be forced to seek 
higher purses. 


Gushen drew from a pocket a dont of 
yellow paper. which he explained was the 
report of a private survey, made for the 
HBPA, of backstretch conditions at rep- 
resentative race tracks. He read _ briefly 
and rapidly. skipping at random through 
the pages. The comments were mostly the 
same — poor sanitation, untidiness. etc. 

He said that horsemen, in insisting on 


the traditional 7-day week for stable help.’ 


had to accept a measure of responsibility 
for the prevailing discontent. 


“Outmoded and Outdated” 


In his discussion of racing officials. 
Gushen said that the racing associations’ 
employment policy was “outmoded and 
outdated” — and dangerous, inasmuch as 
the public’s loss of confidence in racing 
could destroy the sport. He held that in 
too many instances stewards were “hired 
hands.” beholden to the association for a 
livelihood and afraid to make decisions 
which might displease the executives. In 
no other professional sport, he said, were 
officials selected and assigned by the 
management. 

He said that officiating often was bad. 
not because the officials were dishonest, 
but because they had been chosen for 


attributes other than a familiarity with 
racing. Associations. wielding the power 
of employment. had “instilled a certain 
amount of fear in officials.” Embarrassing 
situations had been swept under the rug 
so often that “the rug is becoming awfully 
lumpy.” 

Gushen said that for 6 years the HBPA 
had been asking management to  subor- 
dinate its right to appoint officials to the 
more sporting policy of assigning this re- 
sponsibility to a “neutral agency.” He 
thought The Jockey Club. which already 
had indicated its availability. was the 
“most qualified agency.” 

He said the HBPA again would go on 


_record for adoption of such a plan at the 


TRA’s next annual convention. The horse- 
men’s organization. well aware of political 
realities. would ask only that the track 
stewards be assigned by the neutral 
agency: the racing commissions. exercis- 
ing their right under law. would continue 
to make their own appointments. The 
HBPA would ask only that the 3 stewards 
be “qualified.” 


What About the Public? 


Gushen also touched upon the subject 
of medication. He said it was the policy 
of the HBPA that horsemen should be en- 
titled to use any medication. “unless it is 
a stimulant or a depressant.” 

“Any man with his money invested in 
racing should be given all reasonable 
means to send a sound horse to the post.” 
he said. “They throw up their hands and 
ery. “But what would the public think? 
Think of the poor public. Well. what 
about the public? I believe that sending 
a horse to the post sound . . . is protect- 
ing the public.”

This year Barry is preparing *The 
Crogan. bred in Ireland and purchased 
at the Ballsbridge sales. The colt has not 
made a start this season. having spent the 
winter at Camden. S. C. But *Cavan 
didn’t make his first start as a 3-year-old 
until April 12. 1958. and *Celtie Ash 
started on April 16. 

*The Crogan. as were *Cavan and 
*Celtic Ash. is owned by the Green Dunes 
Farm of the late Boston banker Joseph 
FE. O'Connell. In South Carolina the colt 
wes quite impressive. and his Irish-born 
trainer said.

*The Crogan recently was shipped to 
Pimlico. along with an extensive string 
trained by Barry.

VETERINARY 


Inflammation Laboratory 


“In a sense, the veterinarian has in the 
race horse a ready-made ‘laboratory’ 
animal of great potential value to all 
medical research workers in the field 
of joint and tendon disease. For here is 
an animal which has been subjected con- 
sistently to early and continuous wear 
and tear, in training and on the track, 
so that he has become ‘old’ in the affected 
areas while he is still young in years.” 

This statement summed up the reason 
for a Symposium on Osteoarthritis and 
Tendosynovitis in Horses at the University 
of Pennsylvania on April 18. An estimated 
300 veterinarians and others interested 
in horses, mainly Thoroughbreds. attended 
the conference, held on the University 
campus in Philadelphia. 

At the end of the day it was apparent 
that though medical researchers have 
made much progress in treating arthritis 
and injured tendons in humans, and much 
of their experience is valuable to veteri- 
narians, a great deal yet remains to be 
done and the unknown heavily outweighs 
what is known. Also readily apparent 
was the fact that while the race horse 
is an excellent laboratory animal for 
studying joint and tendon ailments, the 
information which he can supply in the 
fields of human and veterinary medicine 
needs to be collected and analyzed. (“I 
can’t even find a definition for a bowed 


tendon,” one veterinarian remarked.) 

The importance of hereditary factors in 
determining the incidence and the spe- 
cific victims of osteoarthritis was empha- 
sized by Dr. Leon Sokoloff, chief of the 
National Institute of Arthritis and Meta- 
bolic Diseases. Dr. Sokoloff reported that 
one strain of mice had been developed 
which was highly susceptible to arthritis, 
and that another strain was almost com- 
pletely resistant. When the 2 strains were 
crossed, incidence and severity tended to 
be low in the offspring. 

Dr. Sokoloff said that nutritional fac- 
tors were of minimal importance, as com- 
pared with genetic, in causing osteo- 
arthritis. The most important immediate 
factor in producing the disease, it was 
generally agreed, was the stress of train- 
ing and racing while horses were. still 
immature. 

Commenting on the analgesic effects 
of Butazolidin, Dr. Frank Milne. of To- 
ronto, reported that he had studied an 
animal racing with the aid of the drug. 
“.. When destruction was finally carried 
out and an examination made of the in- 
terior of the carpal joint (knee), I just 
could not, and still cannot, figure out how 
the horse was able to run. As is the case 
with the use of gamma ray or corticoster- 
oid therapy, rest is mandatory, so that 
healing may take place. There is no rapid- 
fire method of tissue repair.”

Looking Ahead 


Phil Bull Suggests Revisions 
Favoring Breeding for Distance 


The text of an address prepared by Phil Bull for presentation at the end of the 
1960 flat racing season in Great Britain is reprinted in full, because of its important 
implications for American racing and breeding, as well as for British. The address 
was to have been given at a meeting of the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association, but 
a mechanical failure in his car prevented Mr. Bull from getting to the meeting. 


Mr. President. I want to speak on a 
matter which is, in my view, of great 
importance to the long-term welfare of 
Thoroughbred breeding: the steady but 
noticeable drift towards breeding for 
speed at the expense of stamina. 

We're all aware of this drift. And 
most of us are very concerned about it 
The only matter in dispute is what to 
do about it. 

The cause of this drift towards speed 
must obviously be sought in the structure 
of the racing program. 

It has been said that there aren't 
enough long-distance races for 3-year-olds 
and older horses. 

Let’s examine the facts. In 1960, 1,739 
races were run, open to 3-year-olds or 
older horses. Twenty-six per cent of them 
were run over 5 furlongs, 6 furlongs, or 
7 furlongs; 40 per cent. over 8 furlongs, 
9 furlongs. or 10 furlongs; 24 per cent 
over 1], 12. or 13 furlongs; only 8 per 
cent over 14, 15, and 16 furlongs; and

less than 2 per cent over distances be- 
yond 2 miles. 

I repeat, about a quarter of them 
sprint races, and roughly the same num- 
ber at around a mile and a half; 10 per 
cent, over distances from a mile and 
three-quarters upwards; and the remain- 
der, 40 per cent, at distances from 8 to 
10 furlongs. 


The Bias of the Program 


The most common race distance is one 
mile; and the overall program has a bias 
in favor of 8- to 10-furlong horses. 

If you think, as I do, that the most de- 
sirable type of Thoroughbred is one cap- 
able of staying 115 miles. there’s a case, 
a strong case. for increasing the number 
of races over distances upwards of 11% 
miles. 

There are certainly too few races in 
the upper register. 14 furlongs and up- 
wards, as compared with the number in 
the bottom register, 7 furlongs and below. 

However, none of these facts accounts 
for the increasing popularity in the sale 
paddocks of the Whistlers. the Golden 
Clouds. and the Grey Sovereigns, etc.— 
which is what we are really concerned 
with. 

The program for 3-year-olds and up- 
wards is not biased in favor of the sprint- 
ers: it is biased in favor of 8- to 10-fur- 
long horses. 

The really serious situation is in the 
2-year-old program—and the villain of 
the piece is Rule 64; in particular, sec- 
tion (b). which restricts the racing of 2- 
year-olds to 5 or 6 furlongs until Sep- 
tember 1. 

This rule was introduced to prevent 
2-year-olds being overtaxed while still 
immature. But the unintended effect of 
this rule has been unfortunate; it has 
weighted the 2-year-old program very 
heavily in favor of the sprint-bred young- 
sters. 

In 1960 there were 820 2-year-old races: 
527 over 5 furlongs, 218 over 6 furlongs, 
41 over 7 furlongs, and 34 over a mile. 
64 per cent, roughly two-thirds of all 2- 
year-old races, were run over 5 furlongs, 
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Quality is a tangible characteristic. You can see it, for in the stretch . . . but then, we’re talking about Spy 
instance in the picture above. You can feel it as you Song and his progeny, of which 29 per cent have won 
feel elation and pride in your horses outgaming others or placed in stakes. 


Russell Cave Pike, Lexington, Ky. 
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and no fewer than 745 of the 820 races, 
or 91 per cent, over 5 or 6 furlongs. For 
every race over 7 furlongs or a mile there 
were 10 races over 5 or 6 furlongs. 

These are significant figures. They 
would matter if 2-year-old racing were 
unimportant. But it isn’t. It’s popular 
with the public. 

A third of all races are confined to 
2-vear-olds: and for 91 per cent of those 
races to be 5- or 6-furlong races is, in- 
deed. to offer far too substantial induce- 
ment for breeders to concentrate on speed. 

Practically all the major 2-year-old 
events are at 5 furlongs or 6 furlongs. 
All the valuable Epsom and Royal Ascot 
races. the National Stakes. Imperial 
Stakes. Gimerack, Champagne, Middle 
Park and Cheveley Park. 

Speed is generally the decisive factor 
in the destination of these important races 
—not stamina—that’s why they are such 
poor guides to classic potential the fol- 
lowing year. All of them can be, and fre- 
quently are, won by sprint-bred horses. 

I think I am right in saying that under 
Jockey Club Rules in 1960 there were 
no 2-year-old races beyond 6 furlongs 
which carried more than £1,000 added 
money, with the solitary exception of the 
Royal Lodge Stakes at Ascot. 

It is no accident that year after year the 
leading sire of 2-year-old winners is a 
sprinter: 1960 Abernant, 1959 Whistler, 
1958 Grey Sovereign. So it is not sur- 
prising that buyers at the sales go in- 
creasingly for the sprint-bred yearlings 
and pay less and less attention to the 
tougher staying types. 


The Remedy and the Reasons 


I think it is absolutely beyond dispute 
that the fundamental reason for the in- 
creasing tendency to breed for speed at 
the expense of stamina, is the completely 
unbalanced nature of the 2-year-old 
racing program with its wholly unjustifi- 
able bias towards speed. 

What is to be done about it? To my 
mind the first thing to be done is to 
deal with rule 64 (b). That is the origin 
of all the trouble. 

I want to see this rule altered so that 
opportunities can be provided for 2-year- 
olds to run over longer distances earlier 
in the season. Over 7-furlongs after July 
1 and over a mile after August 1 instead 
of September 1. 

Speed in the Thoroughbred develops 
before stamina. For that reason stayers 
reach maturity later than sprinters. There- 
fore. it is right that the distance over 
which 2-year-olds are permitted to race 
should be extended gradually. 

But there is no justification for extend- 
ing the distance from 5 furlongs to 6 
furlongs on June 1, and then waiting 3 
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months before extending it to 7 furlongs 
and a mile. It is this 3 months gap in 
the summer when the ground is normally 
firm that weights things so heavily in 
favor of sprint-bred horses. 

The proper rate of extension of dis- 
tance for 2-year-olds is one furlong every 
month. The Rous Scale is formulated on 
this very principle, that staying horses 
mature later than sprinters: and the rate 
that is implicit in the Rous Scale is 
almost exactly one month for every fur- 
long in the 5-furlong to 8-furlong range. 

The natural 5-furlong horse matures, 
on average. one month earlier than a nat- 
ural 6-furlong horse. who in turn matures 
one month earlier than a 7-furlong horse, 
and so on. This can be seen quite easily 
in the Rous Scale if you rephrase the 
weights in a rational manner. 

So. if it is justifiable to ask a 2-year-old 
to run 6 furlongs on June 1. it is equally 
justifiable to ask an appropriately bred 
youngster to run 7 furlongs on July 1. or 
a mile on August 1. 

Ignoring. for the sake of argument. the 
female side of a pedigree. | am emphatic 
that it makes no greater demands on a 
horse by, say, Pinza, Sayajirao. Alycidon, 
Mossborough, or Aureole to run a mile 
in August. than it places on a horse by 
Vilmorin. Grey Sovereign. or Golden 
Cloud to run 5 furlongs in May or 6 
furlongs in June. 

And not to give to staying-bred 2-year- 
olds opportunities for the proper exercise 
of their stamina in the months of July 
and August is simply to present mid-sea- 
son 2-year-old racing to the sprint-bred 
youngsters lock, stock, and barrel. 

Nobody need be afraid of racing 2-year- 
olds at a mile after August 1. In France 
and America they race them over longer 
distances than a mile late in the season, 
and everybody knows what French horses 
do to ours in the long-distance races for 
older horses afterwards. 


How to Ruin Stayers 


A race or two over a mile at the back- 
end is definitely not detrimental to a 
2-year-old’s future career. 
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In my view, the practice of seriously 
racing staying-bred 2-year-olds in end-to- 
end contests against well muscled sprint 
youngsters over 5 and 6 furlongs, is im- 
measurably more harmful than _ racing 
them against horses of their own type 
over a distance of a mile. which permits 
their being allowed to settle down and 
race in the manner more appropriate to a 
stayer. 

This brings me to the proposal that 
we should promote more 5- and 6-furlong 
races confined to horses got by sires 
who won over 114 miles. The idea behind 
this — to dispose of sprint-bred opposition 
without extending the race distance — is 
plausible but unsound. These races may 
not be positively bad. but I am opposed 
to them for 4 reasons. 

Firstly, as an incentive to anyone to 
breed stayers, or to buy stayers at auction, 
they are inadequate and ineffective. 

Secondly, applying the eligibility clause 
only to the sire still leaves in the field 
those youngsters who are sprinters by vir- 
tue of inheritance on the dam’s side. These 
races would frequently be won by horses 
like Kathy Too, by Beau Sabreur out of a 
mare by Golden Cloud. 

Thirdly, the racing of  staying-bred 
horses over sprint distances. if done with 
serious intent to win, means_ teaching 
them to sprint. Next year. you have to 
unteach them. Frequently you don’t suc- 
ceed, and the horse declines to settle down 
and race as a stayer should do. 

Fourthly, any race conditions which ar- 
tificially restrict the size of the field are 
undesirable from the point of view of the 
racecourse executives. 

There is only one effective way to en- 
courage the breeding of staying horses: 
and that is to promote a sufficient number 
of races over distances long enough to call 
for stamina. There is no other way. 

If we are to arrest. and reverse, the 
present drift towards breeding for speed 
at the expense of stamina, half-measures 
won't do. What is needed is a sharp ad- 
justment of the 2-year-old program which 
will be salutary in its effect: tentative 
and experimental tinkering that doesn’t go 
far enough won't make the requisite im- 
pression. 

Nothing less than what I am advocating. 
the alteration of Rule 64b, so that 2-year- 
olds are permitted to run 7 furlongs after 
July 1. and a mile after August 1, will 
suffice. It isn’t a drastic change at all. 
And short of doing away with much of 
our 2-year-old racing altogether. no other 
remedy will serve. 

In addition to this, some increase in 
the number of long-distance races for 
older horses is also highly desirable, but 
it is by no means so urgently necessary 
as the alteration to Rule 64b.

pigeons, and he said, “It'll cost you a 
dollar apiece for every one you've count- 
ed.’ Dave asked me how many I’d counted, 
and I said 13, so we paid him $13. Course. 
I'd counted 16, so we got the best of 
him... 

“My brothers and I went to David 
Lipscomb College and I did study for the 
ministry. Robert turned out all right, he 
is a minister and a school principal, but 
Dave handles Saddle horses and I’m a 
trainer. . . .

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Longevity 


An Italian newspaper clipping in the possession of Fred d’Osten, of Lex- 
ington, recounts the remarkable story of a horse named Topolino, which died 
October 1, 1960, at the age of 51. Topolino, a strong-boned, handsome half-bred. 
was foaled May 5, 1909. He excelled as a hunter and in the show ring, and in 
his old age he served his owner as a mount in the second World War. He was 
a pet of the regiment until about a year after the war ended. Count Fenacoli 
then bought him and used him for some time as a riding horse, finally retiring 
him to a life of comfort in a park on his stud farm near Brescia. Even in his 
late years the old horse was said to be playful on frequent occasions. 

Topolino qualifies as the longest-lived horse with part Thoroughbred ances- 
try. The record for a horse of any kind is claimed for Old Billy. which died in 
England on November 27. 1822, at the reputed age of 63 years. Old Billy’s date 
of birth was not known; best evidence of his age was supplied by Henry Harri- 
son, of Manchester. who said in 1820 that he had known the horse for 59 years. 

A paper published in New South Wales, Australia, in August. 1874, reported: 
“Mr. Joseph Kaye’s well-known horse. Old Paramatta, died on the 3rd inst. at 
the remarkable age of fifty-three years. When the old roan reached his fifty-first 
year we chronicled the fact. and gave reliable data confirmatory of his alleged 
antiquity, his two owners having then respectively kept him for seventeen years, 
and now his last owner for nineteen years. .

Mrs. Kennedy has had close associa- 
tions with hunt racing. but the President 
never had seen the sport. “That was an 
interesting race.” he said before hurrying 
away. 


Mystery

10 Per Cent of Turnover 


With reference to “Earnings Indexes 
of Sires in France.” published in the 
issue of 18th March, and the statement 
that the “average Thoroughbred runner 
in France has a higher earning power 
than anywhere else in Europe,” may | 
point out that in 1960 in Italy 1,412 
starters divided between themselves the 
sum of 1,569,009.800 lire, which works 
out at 1,111,197 lire per starter, and, 
using the current rate of exchange of 
1.20 lire for 1 old franc, is equivalent 
to 925.997 old francs per starter, or 
9.260 new francs. 

Thus it is Italy that seems to have more 
money per starter than anywhere else in 
Europe, which is no surprise to me, as 
I] am aware that Italy is, as far as I 
know, the only country in the world 
where prizes in percentage of total tote 
turnover reach the incredible figure of 
10 per cent (about 3 to 4 per cent is 
standard in most major racing countries). 
This is obtained with a centralised ad- 
ministration of betting and __ prizes 
(UNIRE) which is surprisingly efficient 
and extraordinarily low in overhead ex- 
penses.
